In the brief lunch’ recess, and at night, she 
learned what she could of the lives of the girls 


who sat by her on a long factory bench or 
shared with her a big dormitory room. 


On returning to St. Lotis in the. week follow- 
{ng her factory experience, Miss Drew said noth- 
ing of the matter to those outside her family. 
Lately she told other suffrage workers of her 
experiment, and it became known outside suf- 
frage circles. That her experience and her con- 
clusions might be set forth in the form in which, 
she believes, they may be most effective, Miss

LEFT Narragansett Pier as Miss Ann 
Drew, and traveled to Chicago in the same 
manner in which I would make any long 
iehey. Arriving in Chigago, on a Friday morn- 
ing, I went to one of the Eleanor Clubs, and there 
I introduced myself as Annie Parnett. 
“These clubs, of which I had been told before 


‘1 went to Chicago, are eight in number, and 


while they pay expenses, they are institutions of 
practical philanthropy which.do much for the 
comfort of working girls. 

“Many of the girls living at these clubs are 

“store employes getting $6 a week. They pay $3 
for bed and board, and sieep in a dormitory. 
There are private rooms ‘or girls who can pay 
more. As I was trying to learn conditions 
among the poorer girls, I took a bed in the dor- 
-mitory.

__ “Five candy factories were advertising in the 
~ morning papers for girls. The first one I visited 
Was reached by walking a half block through 
an alley. Five other girls were ahead of me, 
and there were 10 by the time the man in charge 
 epme to look us over. He talked to us all and 
took none of us, saying no one was needed just 
- then, but that we might. come back later.

Mon- 
day. The place was 45 minutes’ ride from my 
boarding placé, with one change of cars. The 
working hours, I learned, would be from 7 until 
5:30 p. m., with a half hour for lunch. 

“The Eleanor Club puts up a working girl’s 
lunch, containing three sandwiches and a pickle, 
for a nickel. -I carried one of these lunches 
when I started, after a 5:30 a. m. breakfast, for 
the. factory. 

“We girls, 50 or more of us, sat at long tables 
cavered with sinc. Our work was wrapping 
cheap caramels and the poorer sort of children’s 
candy, some of it in colored twisted wrappers 
for Christmas stockings. 


Strong Girls Haggard After 
More Than 10 Hours’ Toil 


| WAS told by the man who hired me that 
the wages would be $5 for the first 
week if I wished, but that, being experi- 
euced, I could make more on a basis of piece 
work. As I had said I was experienced, I told 
him I would work by the piece. 

“The company does pay $5 the first week if 
the.girl insists on it, but after the first week she 
must work by the piece. I soon learned that the 
first week’s $5, if a girl is wise enough to take | 
it, is the most she ever makes there. 

. “After the first day's work I was 2g fast 
wrapper as any girl in ‘the room except three, | 
who had worked there a long time. Yet my( 
wages for the six days, on the piece-work basis, 
averaged 48 cents a day, less than $3 for the} 
week. None of the girls made more than $3.50 
a week, One girl worked at a dangerous look- 
ing machine and got $1 a week over the piece- 
work rate. 

“The work required nothing but dexterity of 
hand. It was inexpressibly tiresome and monot- 
onous. 
constantly. 
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back were always aching long before the time to 
quit. With those whé were used to the work, 
the effect was mu¢h the same. Large, strong 
girls looked sick and hda#gard as they left in the 
evening, after ten and a half hours in that un- | 
ventilated, dirty factory. 

“For it was terribly dirty. 
never to be swept, and was sticky and foul with 
caramels which had been dropped and trampled 
upon. The tables were never washed. It was 
cold that week, and heat was needed fn the 
working room, but there was no heat, only the 
windows were kept tightly closed. At first <I 
thought the windows were glazed, but I saw later 
that the glazing was only dirt. 

“The material for our work was supplied by 
Italian boys, who came up from the floor below, 
carrying long trays of caramels for us to wrap. 
I heard stories told by the girl of the lack -of 
any sanitary precautions in the making of the 
candy and of filthy practices by the men—stories 
like some of the worst of those told a few years 
ago about the packing houses. But I never saw 
that for myself. I could only judge of conditions 
among the men on the floor below from the con- 
ditions among the girls on our floor.

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| THE HIGH WATER MARK. 

‘The high watermark of trust arrogance and im-| 
pudence was reached last week in the majestic 
offer of Andrew Carnegie to pension our ex-presi- 
dents of the United States. That he had the pre- 
sumption to patronize the institutions of this 
Government is the more astounding in view of 


| Congress’ comparatively recent rejecticra of the 


Rockefeller foundation plan. 

However creditable some of Mr. Garnegie’s 
philanthropies may have been on behalf ef inter- 
national peace and in promoting educ@tion, his 
present offer can be considered in no other light} 
than as a colossal impropriety. 

The Steel Trust ‘might with equal propriety 
offer to pay the President’s salary while in office. 
Or the Standard Oil Co. might with equal pro- 
priety offer to build a new congressional library 
or equip us with a full set of new government 


| buildings. 


The United States does not propose to be be- 
holden to a universal Providence in the form of 
any tariff-fattened monopolist, especially at this 
time when tariff graft is about to be placed un- 
der scrutiny. Had it not been for the gigantic 
dishonesty of Andrew Carnegie in taking advan- 
tage of the American people through influenc- 
ing and dictating tariff legislation he would not 
possess the sop which he so insolently tosses to 
us in the form of his pseudo philanthropy. 
Had he not taken and maintained a foul 
advantage of a nation he would not now 
be affronting and cheapening the dignity of the 
greatest American office by his offer of a post- 
official pension. And -the fact that the steel 
schedules are threatened with an overhauling by 
the people’s newly-elected administration, added 
tc the fact that the offer is made by Andrew 
Carnegie, the foremost tariff beneficiary of the 
country, gives it the moral aspect of a bribe. In 
this sense it is an added insult to the Govern- 
ment and a reflection upon the character of the 
whole people. 

Yet it is a deserved commentary upon the char- 
acter of American government for the past 16 
years. Let us hope that it marks the passing 
of that governmental character—the passing of 
the rule of privilege and the regime of graft that 
made a Carnegie possible. 
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the United Railways Co. run boats? 
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THE CHICAGO-CREMONA ISSUE. 

The Band Instrument Makers’ Union at Chicago 
bas opened war on the Musicians’ Union of that 
town, charging that members of the latter or- 
ganization use violins made by Amati, Stradi- 
vari, Guarnieri and other scab labor at Cremona, 
Italy. 

No issue could be more clearly defined than 
the one between Chicago and Cremona. The in- 
strument makers say that only fiddles. bearing 
the union trade mark—preferably those made in 
Chicago, of course—must be used hereafter. The 
musicians, brazenly admitting that Amati, Strad- 
ivari and Guarnieri were nonunion men and that 
fiddles produced by their scab labor are used 
right along by members of their body who can 
afford the price, are defiant. 

The musicians are caught with the goods. That 
such sticklers for every jot and tittle of the obli- 
gations imposed by union principles and comity 
between organized trades should themselves be 
charged with disloyalty to unionism, will inspire 
the public with amazement. They do even worse 
than fiddle on nonunion fiddles. They fiddle on 
these nonunion instruments the works of non- 
union composers. Richard Wagner was unaffili- 
ated with organized labor in Bayreuth. Wolf- 
gang Mozart never sat as a delegate from his 
section in the Salzburg Trades and Labor Council. 
Ludwig von Beethoven did a successful business 
for many years without a union card from the 
Vienna Composers and Score-Transcribers’ body. 

The labor committee appointed at Chicago to 
try the case should cover the entire field of the 
misguided musicians’ offending. 
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It is inconceivable that Col. Roosevelt should 
regard Mr. Carnegie’s. offer to pension ex-Presi- 
dents as improper. The Colonel would doubtless 
accept the equivalent of the pension in the form 
of a campaign contribution every four years.

Never, to’ my knowledge, has there 
been @ greater number of successes on 
the New York stage at one time than 
now ig the case. They are, in the main, 
deserved successes... Many plays have 
failed, it is true, but in nearly every in- 
stance they failed because of their own 
weakness. And their failure’ has not 
left any New York theater “dark’’ for 
lack of new offerings. The biz produc- 
ers of play& seem to be ‘‘stocked up” 
with: matériak toe an almost. illimitable 
point. The withdrawal. of one play 
means, the--instant staging of another 
that has been held in reserve, thorough- 
ly rehearsed and feady for production 
at short notice. And never have I seen 
the vast playgoing public of the metrop- 
olig so hungry for plays that are worth 
Wille. The truth is made smashingly 
evident that the “high cost of living’ 
does not prevall to diminish the size of 
New York’s playhouse audiences. The 
competition of what are Known-in St. 
Louls as “neighborhood. theaters’ 
those conveniently situated playhouses 
in the residence districts that offer mo- 
tion. picture and. vaideville entertain- 
ments at very low rates—seems not to 
‘he felt in New York. Broadway, now 
more than ever in.the spotlight as the 
world’s greatest ‘‘midWway plaisance’”’ in 
things theatrical, is jammed and packed 
with playgoers every evening and, mati- 
nee afternoon. The leadirg tlteatrica 
managers, both syndicate ‘and’ indepen- 
dent, are jubilant. ‘ One: cannot. bit. be- 
lieve that they are -prospering ‘As never 
before.

Some persons locate a roost, kill 
a few birde and scatter the remainder, 
then wait till nearly dawn, and hide 
until the birds gather to seek their 
morning meal. 

A turkey may be tracked through the 
snow. It may be trailed and hunted in 
various ways. But give the bird an 
even break and you have some sport 
before you. For at this season, all 
things being favorable, the bird is wary, 
ehy and as tricky as a mule. And the 
man who gets near it must be up in 
woodcraft. 

At last word has come of a place in 
the State where -quail aré plentiful; 
This is down about the St. Francois 
River and this side of the basin, Dr. 
John C. Lebrecht and Louis Zepp, just 
back-from Bass Island, say they saw 
plenty of birds, killed some, as well as 
duck, and caught a lot of bass.

$150,000 IN FINE POULTRY

A Miesouri-bred turkey gobbler that 
would make a Thanksgiving feast for 60 
persons will he exhibited at the &t. 
Louis poultry show at the Coliseum this 
week, starting Wednesday. This,mam- 
moth turkey weighs more than vf 


pounds, and wears a rich bronze plum- 
age which has been greatly red by 
poultry fanciers. 

The turkey is valued for breeding 
piirposes at $150, and would be worth 
one-tenth that. sum for eating pur- 
poses. He is said to be the largest tur- 
key in the world. 

“Old Tom,” as he is known to poultry- 
men, will make himself at home among 
the feathered aristocrats of the world 
at the Coliseum. There will be 1500 
chickens on exhibition in the poultry 
show, and Secretary Arcutt says $150,000 
would not buy the lot. This is a val- 
uation of $100 for each fowl. 

An BDnglish firm of Orpington breed- 
ers.will have a display of @ chickens 
for which $25,000 has been refused. 
This is ah average of more than $600 a 
head, 

Fine St, Louis Birds, 

Two St. Louis breeders, former Pro- 
bate Judge W. W. Henderson and BH, W. 
Groves, Jr., will each have more than 
$20,000 worth of chickens on exhibition. 
Henderson ig a breeder of barred rocks, 
and Groves of White Leghorns, 

Chickens valued by thelr owners at 
$500 to $1000 each will be numerous in 
the poultry show. These chickens are 
principally valuable for show purposes. 
Many of the feathered aristocrats con- 
forming to the standard of perfection 
for display purposes are poor layers, 

There will be displays of utility chick- 
ens that will produce from 200 to 245 
eggs a year, The white Plymouth Rock 
hen that won the championship at the 
Missouri! egg-laying contest at Moun- 
tain Grove, conducted by the State Tni- 
versity, will’ be exhibited, as well as 
other pens of prize winners. 

The poultrymen are going to give 
practical demonstrations on how to 
handle poultry to make {ft profitable. 
They” have taken hens, which in their 
wild state produced only 12 eggs a 
year, and by careful work have con- 


Hi verted them into egg machines. 


Lectures on Poultry. 

There will be lectures on everything 
pertaining to the poultry industry. Ono 
can learn, if he chooses, how to taks 
a bantam chicken, and im seven years 
produce a breed of chickens from it as 
large as the coshins or Brahmas, or to 
take a Brahma or Cochin and reduce 
it to a bantam.

Minister of Finance Says the 
Deaths Exceeded Births in 
1907 and 1911. 


‘MENACE TO THE COUNTRY’ 


Diminution of Power Will Be 
the Inevitable Consequence, 
Official Declares. 


By Associated Press | 
PARIS, Nov. 23.—The birth rate of 


France was lower by more than 100,000 
in 1911 than in 1901. Louis Klotz, Min- 
ister of Finance, announcing this fact 
to the commission on depopulation at its 
first session today said: 

‘Military inferiority, economic infer- 
jority and the diminution of the power 
of’ France in the world will sooner or 
later be the inevitable consequences of 
the sterility of our nation.” 

The number of births last year, aoc- 
cording to M. Klotz, was only 742,114 in 
the whole of France, against 857,274 a 
decade ago. In 1907 and 1911, he said, 
the deaths actually exceeded the births. 
This was, he continued, a sad state of 
things and a danger to the country, 
placing France in a situation of infer- 
jority in comparison with the other 
great nations. The lower birthrate, the 
minister said, was a greater problem in 
France than elsewhere. The births ex- 
ceeded the deaths of 1910 in Germany 
by 879,113, in Austria Hungary by 578,- 
720, in Great Britain, 413,779 and in Italy 
by 461,771, but in France by only 71,418. 

M. Klotz reviewed the ineffective Gov- 
ernmental and private measures taken 
in the past to help parents of large fam- 
ilies, to limit the hours of work of 
women about to become: mothers, and 
to reduce infant mortality. It was nec- 
essary, he said, to study these and other 
factors, including the evil effects of al- 
cohol. The relation of drunkenness to 
infant mortality would, he declared, in 
future be studied in every part of 
France.

Arriving at the Federal Butflding, 
Knehans escorted the party to the office 
of the United States Marshall, where 
Wendler learned further detalls of the 
information upon which he had bsen 
arrested. Wendler signed as prin- 
cipal and Johnson as surety on the $10,- 
000 bond, after which Wendler departed 
for his home. 

Postal Inspector Comolatins. 

The information upon which Wendler 
was arrested was issued on the affidavit 
of Fay T. Kent, a Postoffice inspector, 
and was Issued yesterday by United 
States Commissioner Atkins. It recites 
in part that the Inspector has reason to 
believe that about March 8 last the Barr 
& Widen Mercantile Agency made indict- 
able promises and representations to the 
Merle & Heaney Manufacturing Co. of 
Chicago; to the Hawks Furniture Co. of 
Goshen, Ind.; the Westerholm Co, of 
Chicago, and others. 

The information recites in detail the 
plan of the agency to obtain a three- 
year contract with firms and individu-

Boulder Dentist Recovers Child 
in Denver and Believes That 
Wife Has Eloped. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 23.—*"“Come 
and get Helen, I am going away for- 
ever.” This brief message over the 


telephone from Denver to Boulder 
early this morning wemoved little of 
the mystery that has hovered over 
the disappearance from their home in 
Boulder ten days ago of Mrs. Callie 
wife of a prominent dentist 
and sister of Dr. Horace Soper of St. 
Louis, and her four-year-old daugh- 
.ter, Helen. 

Dr. Ira D. Scott came to ‘Denver 
and found his child at the home of @ 
friend, but his wife again had dis- 
appeared, leaving no clew. 

Dr. Scott has had the police of 
Denver, Kansas City, Memphis, St. 
Louts and other cities engaged in @ 
search for his wife since her disap- 
pearance Nov. 14, two days after 
Harry Bitner, a wealthy retired at- 
torney, had left his wife and family 
there, 

Husband Believes She Eloped. 

That Mrs. Scott sent her 
clothes away in a trunk belonging to 
Bitner, when he disappeared, is the 
opinion expressed her husband. 

Dr. Scott admits that he quarreled 
with his wife concerning the atten- 
tions paid to her by Bitner and that 
they aroused gossip among tne ac- 
quaintances of both families. 

The history of the’ trunk leads Dr. 
Scott to suspect that his wife was 
planning to leave him two months 
ago. It was in September, he related, 
when Bitner and he were returning 
to Boulder from a trip out of town 
that the lawyer made a peculiar re- 
quest. It was that: Dr. Scott take 
Bitner’s trunk home and place it in 
his garage. He did so. 

Some weeks later Bitner went to 
the garage, according to the dentist, 
and removed the contents of the 
trunk, but left it in the garage, 
empty. On the day before Bitner left 
Boulder an expressman called for the 
trunk. ‘ 

Clothing in Bitner’s Trunk. 

“The fact that most of my wife’s 
clothing was removed from the 
house,” said Dr. Scott, “and the fur- 
ther fact that none of her trunks or 
suitcases is missing, leads me to be- 
lieve that she used Bitner’s trunk 
and that I was a victim of a clever 
ruse,”’ 

When Mrs. Scott left Boulkier. she 
told a servant she was going to a 
party and left a note on her hus- 

band’s pillow stating that she had 
gone to St.. Louis for a 10-days visit 
to Dr. Soper. Dr Scott was aston- 
ished, but did not suspect that his 
wife was attempting to deceive him 
as to her destination until he received 
a letter from his brother-in-law. 

Dr. Soper informed him that he had 
just received four penciled notes, sent 
to him by his sister, with a request 
that he mail them at intervals to her 
husband. The St. Louisan.added that 
he was completely mystified by the cir- 
cumstance, that Mrs. Scott was not at 
his home and that he did not know 
where she was. 

Letter Promises Return. 

Dr. Scott received a telegram signed 
with his wife’s name from Memphis, 
Tenn., which read: “Say nothing, be- 
lieve nothing till we see you soon.”’ The 
telegram was followed by a letter, also 
from Memphis, in. which Mrs. Scott de- 
clared she had gone to that city with 
Dr. Soper’s wife and a party of friends. 
She wrote: ‘Will be home before 
Thanksgiving. Have the turkey cooked 
hrown.” Then she added: 

‘T was afraid Mrs. Bitner would make 
you. believe I had taken a hike with the 
old Mister but I know nothing of his 
whereabouts.”’ She closed the letter by 
begging her husband not to be angry 
with her. 

“It may be,” said Dr. Scott today, 
“that my reproofs for the attentions 
she permitted Bitner to show her and 
che gossip they. excited have tempor- 
arily affected her mind. 

“My time wags occupied last summer 
attending to business and meanwhile 
"itner became. very attentive to Mrs. 
Scott.. He ‘is a very graceful dancer, a 
man of suave and ingratiating manner. 
Consequently they were frequent part- 
ners at the little dances we had at Co- 
lumbine Hotel at Estes Park, a sum- 
mer resort, which I leased from Bitner 
for the season. 7 

“Bitner would arrange picnics and out- 
ings to which I could seldom go but Mr’ 
Scott always went. 

“When gossip began to circulate that 
she and Bitner were too friendly I pro- 
tested to her, at first gently and then 
einphatically. She grew angry and ac- 
cused me of trying to spoil her vacation. 
She brooded over the situation and it 
may be she is so exercised she does not 
know what she is doing.” 

Mrs. Bitner says that her husband left 
home Nov. 10 without warning her of his 
departure or telling her his destination. 
She has not since heard from him and 
hbelleves, she says, that he has deserted 
her and their three children. She has 
taken legal steps to prevent Bitner from 
disposing of his property until he ef- 
fects a settlement with her. She began 
a divorce suit a year ago but discon- 
tinued it.

The death list matches those-of 1908 
and 1911 and continues small, despite 
the fact that 1912 rules for the college 
sport are called oN style plunging 
game. 

More injuries were reported this year 
than in 1911, which in a way. may be 
charged to the new game, but the total 
is far from the record of 1909 with its 
list of 30 killed and 216 injured; or of 
1910, when 22 succumbed and the in- 
juries mark reached 499. These were 
recorded under the old rules, in force 
this season in a slightly modified form. 

Besides the 11 deaths which were due 

tly to injuries received in footbal! 
mes, another death from pneumonia 
can be traced to the sport. During the 
latter part of October Ted York, a 
member of the Yale Varsity team, sus- 
tained slight injuries in the Yale-West 
Point game. He was remov to the 
Yale Hospital and after app rently re- 
covering from the football injuries was 
stricken with pneumonia. He died Oct. 
21. In a signed statement Yale physi- 
cians lifted all blame for his death from 
football. 
Ankles and Legs Suffer. 

As in other years, sprained ankles 
played a prominent part in the list of 
disabled. Thirty ankles were reported 
sprained during the season, while 12 
players were put on the hospital list 
With fractured legs or ankles. There 
were 18 major dislocations and 10 bro- 
ken noses, while eight were injured in- 
ternally. 

The other injuries included minor 
sprains, wrenches and muscle bruises, 
broken ribs, facial injuries, broken 
jaws and the like. The Hst is taken

CHICAGO, Noy. 23.—Second place 
honors in the “Big Nine’ conference 
football championship belong to the 
University of Chicago. In one of the 
fiercest and most desperately fought 
games on Marshall field in years, Chi- 
cago won the honors by defeating the 
University of Minnesota today, 7 to 0.

Recently -Formed Association, 
Headed by Britton, to Ask for 
$2,000,000 Bond Issue 
for Highways. 


At a meeting of the Missouri High- 

way Association beld in Kansas City, 
Nov. 20, an association recently orgah- 
ized, plans were made to bring togeth- 
er all organizations in the State that 
are interested in good roads, for the 
purpose of crystallizing the sentiment 
and getting some definite result. 
‘ “Tt is not the purpose of the Missouri 
Highway Association to further a plan 
of its own,’ said Roy F. Britton, presi- 
dent of the association, and former 
president of the Automobile Club of Bt. 
Louis, “but to find out from the vari- 
ous organizations what would be the 
best interest to the State and te frame 
and work for the passage of new read 
laws. 

“One plan suggested, and which met 
the hearty approval of all eat the meet- 
ing, but which has not yet been adopt- 
ed, is a scheme to raise $2,000,000 through 
a bond issue that will not inerease the 
taxes. 

“The State road fund is $300,000 an- 
nually from all sources, principally from 
automobile licenses and what is known 
as the ‘stamp act’ or tax on ‘futures.’ 
Under the present law the 114 counties 
of the State are given not more than 
8 per cent of this amount, and only 
when applied for. The sum each coun- 
ty gets is so small that little good can 
be accomplished. Automobilists are 
willing te pay a liberal license, pro- 
vided it goes inte a fund for the con- 
struction of good roads. 

Would Issue $3,000,000 Bonds. 

“It is proposed that $100,000 of the 
annual road fund be used for paying a 
$2,000,000 issue at 6 per cent, and $100,- 
000 set aside as a sinking fund to retire 
the “bonds in 20 years and as a provi- 


sion can be made to retire a pertion of 


the bonds each year this will reduce 
the interest each year. The proceeds 
from the bond issue to be spent by a 
State highway commission. 

“The balance of the road fund—dbout 
$100,000—is to be used by the commission 
in administering the law and in emer- 
gency purposes. 

“This plan has been tried tn Maine 
and has proven a success. Every 
State that has provided for a Btate 
Highway Commission is getting good 
roads. 

“It is thought best by those who 
have made a study of the road prob- 
lern in Missouri, to capitalize the road 
fund and let the present generation 
get the benefit, than to dribble it out 
in small amounts to the counties each 
year. 

“The plan does not contemplate the 
construction of the State Highway, 
or the use of the $2,000,000 on any 
partioular road ‘or section of the 
State, but it is intended to make the 
foundation for an inter-county sys- 
tem of highways. Of course, as the 
road fund grows the bond issue may 
be increased. 

“The plan will be submitted at a 
meeting of the Missouri Highway As- 
sociation to be held in Jefferson City, 
Wednesday, Dec. 11. This is expects4 


to be the largest and most enthusias- |, 


tic road meeting ever held in the 
State. Everyone ingerested in better 
roads is invited and urged to attend 
this meeting. Some tangible plan 
will be submitted for consi 
this meeting. 

Good Roads for Same Taxes, 

“The Legislative Committee-of the 
Association is now working on fur- 
ther suggestions and will report at 
the Jefferson City meeting. The pro- 
posed $2,000,000 bond issue should ap- 
peal to the people of rural districts, 
as it means the establishing of good 
roads without the increase of taxes. 
With good roads Migsour! would soon 
be the first State In the Union.”

It turns their gang 
instinct to a good end. It gives the boys a nor- 
mal and beneficial way of spending their time 
together. 

“The dance halls are a serious feature of the 
problem now. There are dance halls in St. 
Louls whose influence is directly vicious. I know 
these places—I visit them neafly every Thurs- 
day night, after leaving my office at 8:30 or 9 
p m. i 

“Then there are dance halls which are well 
conducted. So far as thelr management goes, 
there is nothing to censure. The management 
perhaps is not to blame for the springing up, in 
the vicinity of the halls, of chop suey restaurants 
and other questionable places. But these things 
tend to make the influence and associations of 
the dance halls bad. 

“Tl wouldn’t close any moving picture show 
which exhibits decent pictures. I would rather 
multiply them. Why? Because they help to 
keep families together in their amusements. 

66 AM told that in several St. Louls neigh- 
| borhoods, the receipts of saloons have fallen 

off greatly because the men are spending 
their nickels for picture shows, with their fam- 
ilies, instead of throwing them on the saloon bar. 

“It has been said that the disintegration of 
femilies ‘began when people quit sitting beforc 
the open fire and began to warm their feet over 
a hole in the floor. , Anything that will help to 
undo the mischief that has been done in the 
way of family disintegration is what we need 
now. . : 

“T have said something about what I think the 
churches might do—I am glad to say that one 
needed thing is being done outside the churches, 
in the formaticn of fathers’ clubs, usually con- 
nected with some school. It was a fathers’ club 
that broke up the craps game, in the case I to'4 
of at St. John’s.

HE great majority of people can be classed in 
one or other of two psychological types.

Union WBiectric and United Railways will cut 
the coal bill of St. Louis by $187,200 every month. 
According to official figures there are now 868 
steam plants in St. Louis, with an engine capacity 
of 110,000 horse power. The fires could be drawn 
from more than one-half of all these plants and 
they could be operated by the electrical power 
that will come over the-cables from Keokuk. 

It is officially estimated-by the Poiler Inspector 
o? St. Louis that 3 per cent of all the coal that 
goes into furnaces is discharged into the air as 
carbon or smoke, 

Basing calculations upon this estimate, it will 
be seen that the 3600 tons of coal consumed every 
dey in. the generation of 60,000 horse power of 
energy will give off approximately 108 tons or 
216,000 pounds. of carbon every day. This smoke 
{s carried:into the homes and. business houses, 
damaging household goods and gocds carried in 
stock by merchants, The boiler inspector estt- 
roates, officially, that_the smoke nuisance in St. 
Louis does $10,000,000 of damage every year. 

The use of 60,000 horse power of. hydro-electric 
energy, instead of its equivalent generated by the 
steam plants of St. Louis, will eliminate vast 
quantities of smoke,.and result in a saving to St. 
Louis which cannot be accurately estimated either 
in dollars or better living conditions, 

A Chicago smoke commission estimated that 


_ every resident of that city suffered a damage of 


$26 a year from the smoke nuisance. Smoke in 
St,. Louls is as bad,-or probably worse than in 
Chicago. The use of electricity for the opera- 
tion of the power plants in the factories and for 
the operation of the elevators in office buildings 
will eliminate probably one-half the smoke in St. 
Louis,‘and résult in a direct saving of something 
like $12 or $15 to every resident of the city. 

For many years St. Louis has been trying to 
revise downward the smoke tax upon her citi- 
sens. Some definite results have been accom- 
plished by the use of smoke consumers, but 
hydro-electric energy will forever eliminate the 
smoke -problem ‘in’ every: manufacturing plant 
where {ft te used to drive the machinery. 

While the figures used in the official estimates 
are more or less speculative, they represent the 
most accurate scientific knowledge obtainable. 

It has been the experience of other communi-

The Keokuk power plant will produce a much 


greater output of power than any individual. 


plant at Niagara Falls, and half as much energy 
as the several great plants combined. 

As an engineering feat the Keokuk dam and 
power plant ranks on the western hemisphere as 
second only to the Panama Canal. When com- 
pleted it will be the largest inland water power 
plant ever constructed. It will cost approxi-

The total length of the dam thrown across the 
Mississippi River is 4609 feet, or 88.100 of a mile. 
The width of the dam at its base in the river is 
42 feet, and its width at the top is 29 feet.. The 
height of the dam from its base to its top is 
53 feet. The length of the power house is 1718 
feet, and {t is 182 ‘feet and 10 inches wide. It is 
107 feet 6 inches high. 


The conversion of the energy of the. water in 
the rapids into electricity is an interesting but 
simple process. Thirty huge turbines of 10,- 
000 horse power capacity each will be installed 
jm pluck the energy from the moving mass of 
water. The turbines are. a development of the 
old water wheel, used centuries ago to furnish 
the motive power for the flour and corn mills of 
the country, ‘The turbines are attached to a 
vertical shaft, instead of to a perpendicular shaft, 
as in the case of the old water wheels. 

There are’ 20 buckets on the hub of each tur- 
bine. The water wheels are set in a scroll cham- 
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more marvelous when the reader ig. acquainted. 
with the fact that Engineer Cooper never went 
to a technical school a day in his life, but 
gathered from books and magazines his. know!l- 
edge of engineering. 

He often remarks that. he was graduated from 
the P. & 8S. College—which, he ‘explains, is the 
pick and shovel college. To hear Cooper de- 
scribe the dam and:power plant, and picture 
the possibilities of industrial development. from 
the benefits to be derived from it,.is to listen to 
a simple and powerful narrative of a wonderful 
achievement, stripped of all technical terms.

mately $26,000,000. From it power will be dis 
tributed through myriads ef cables te efties and 
towns within a radius of 200 miles of Keokuk. 

There will come to St, Louis incidental bene- 
fits through the building of factories at Hazni- 
bal, Rock Island, Moline and other upper-Mis- 
sissippi Valley towns. As gheap power will re- 
duce the cost of manufacture, the Keokuk plant 
ought to have no small influence in cutting down 
tha general cost of Hving. It is 
managers of comntercial and business organiza- 
tions that many of the textile mills now prin... 
cipally grouped in the New England states will 
be attracted to the Mississippi Valley by the in- 
ducement of cheap power. | 

The power produced by this one plant alone 
would be sufficient to supply all requirements 
for a manufacturing city of 1,500,000 inhabitants. 
The builders of the plant expect to see a great 
increase in the population of at least three states, 
Missouri, Iowa and Illinois, within the next few 
years, due entirely to the employment of people 
in factories brought to these states by cheap 
power.

These turbines operate the generators and send 
forth thousands of horse power of electricity 
from energy in the river channel that has been 
going te waste since the dawn of creation. 

The first known suggestion ef a water power 
plant to utilize the energy of the Mississippi 
rapids. was made by Robert E. Lee, the hero of 
the Confederacy. Shortly after the Mexican war, 
while he was a lieutenant in the United States 
Army, Lee made a report to the War Department 
on the project, but no real attempt was ever 
made to build a dam until this work was nnder- 
taken by Hugh L. Cooper of New York, a noted 
engineer. 

It had Jong been the dream of Iowa people liv- 
ing in the vicinity of Keokuk that some day the 
rapids of the Mississippi would be harnessed by. 
the ingenuity of man, but nobody ‘had the courage 
to attempt it a8 a practical engineering and com- 
‘ merefal achievement until Engineer Cooper 
started out about seven years ago to dccom-

iced This feat of engingering: seems 
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encourage the building of more interurban rail- 
way lines into St. Louis, and probably have some 
important ‘influence on the improvement of the 
Mississippi River. The dam in the river at 
Kéokuk deepens the channel of the Mississippi 
for a distance of 60 miles, and all sea walls and 
levees necessary for the protection of adjacent 
country from overflow heve been erected at the 
expense of the water power company. In eddi- 
tion, Cooper has built new modern locks in the 
rapids for steamboat transportation, and these 
locks will be ceded to the United States Govern- 
ment, free of cost.

Bishop Fallows of the -Reformed Episcopal 
Church, Chicago, says. he hardly thinks the 
church is yet ready to take up a movement of this 
kind, “but there certainly is a need for some sort 
of legislation on the subject of eugenics, and it is 
my belief that the action of the cathedral min- 
isters will go far toward attracting attention to 
this need.” ;

What is. the science of egugenics? The Greek 
roots of the word itself give some explanation. 
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mental and moral defectives—in hospitals,’ in 
asylums and in prisons—take steps to prevent 
the birth of such defectives. It is proposed: to 
wipe out, in time, the almshouse, the tnsane asy- 
lum and. the penitentiary, by eliminating the 
classes of human beings who render them nec- 

ary at present. It is proposed to give the 
unfit the glorious privilege of not being born. 

Assuming the possibility of the cugenists car- 
rying out,their program throughout the world 
suddenly and simultaneously, one readily can 
see what a revolution would result; what in- 
convenience it would entail upon a considerable 
section of the race, 

Suppose, for instance, that it were constitution- 
al for the United States Congress to enact a na- 
tional marriage law based upon the’strictest in- 


‘terpretation-of ‘the science of eugenics, and that 


such a law were enacted this year and rigidly 
enforced. Millions of couples would be inhibited 
from assuming the responsibilities of wedlock,

Records compiled by a charity organization

They have been in the alm:- 
heuse, the House of: Refuge, the Woman’s Re- 
formatory, the penitentiaries, and have received 
continuous aid from the townships. * * ® 
They are generally diseased. The children die’ 
young. They live by petty stealing, begging and 
ash-gathering. In summer they ‘Gypsy’ or travel 
in wagons, east or west. We hear of them: in 
Kentucky and in Ohio. . In the fall they return. 
They have beén known to live in hollow trees 
on the river bottoms or in empty houses. 
Strangely enough, they are not intemperate to 
excess.” 

The marriage of persons belonging to families 
with such records as that is contraindicated by 
the law of eugenics. In their own state they fall 
under the inhibition of the new law requiring the 
refusal of marriage licenses to persons who, 
within five years prior to the date of application, 
have received public aid. — ‘ 

These facts are given to combat the popular 
notion that the eugenist movement is confined to 
a crusade against the matriage of persons pre- 
sumed to be urfit by reason of diseases. As 
a matter of fact, eugenics, as has been shown, 
means a comprehensive endeavor to eliminate 
the unfit human being of any sort by making 
illegal the marriage of persons deemed liable to 
reproduce in their progeny the undesirable traits 
evinced by themselves. : 

There is a puzzling diversity of opinion as.to 
the efficacy of eugenic ideas. To the average 
thinker the central proposition, that of state con- 
trol of marriage in its relation to reproduction of 
the species, appears to be essentially socialistic, 
in the game classé with the publie control 
of coal mines for the benefit of the 
general community.

A deliberate world-program to 
improve the human breed, not by moral suasion, 
not by preaching, not by coaxing and cajoling, 
hut by law+that is exactly the purpose which 
the eugenists have mapped out for their activi-

Each of these persons, without being aware of 
the fact, by his or her adherence to a coursé 
which tends to prevent the birth of children phys- 
ically, mentally or morally deficient, is aiding 
the spread of the eugenist movement.

At the 
time it was reported that Miss Esther Cleveland's 
engagement would be announced this season to 
Randolph D. West, son of Prof. Andrew West 
of Princeton University. This rumor, however, 
was officially denied.
